Wa are olMi (Mkit the question by panona not engacei hithe 
Bankintr business as to how they may Imrir whether or not a bank 
is a stnMg, ssfe, bank. This question often occured to as before 
wa were connected with the banking business. 

Ev«ry perssn,' whether rich oriMNt; w^ nakas a deposit In a 
bank wants to feel sure that he is putting his money in a .^tronfr, 
and safe institution, and iu a place where he can get his money at 
any time he may desire. He feels that it is nOtiHMll^ to keep his 
money on his peneo or tifitfat his hause and pats it into the bank 
for protection and safety. Now how may he know that the btodk 
of his 8electk>n is a safe place for his money? r 

Every dtisen of eemmunitt Is hiteroetei ia tits, banks of 
theoonynonity being ptirfeetiy safe. While the stock (tf a hank 
is held and owned by private individuals, a bankinjf institution is in 
the natura of a public institution. A bank cannot fail without do- 
ing faieiaealBbie injary. not onhr to Hs «toekh(dden and depositors, 
but to the whole community. It therefore stands evsry citiasn of 
a community in hand to help make the hanks safe. 

Nearly all nations that have fallen in the centuries past and 
gooa, have been deatroyad by interaat foaa, aad aol by anamy na- 
tions. This is true of banks. The failure of most bai^ ia due to 
their inside workings and management and not to outside inlluences 
We would therefore say that the first and strongest points in i'avor of 
theaaftiy efabank is tohaveaobi^, espsflanead and eavafol men 
at the head of it, and men who have made a success 'of their own 
private affairs. Men who are living witldn tlMir faMoma and get- 
ting aiiead in the world. T . 

(iaeond.*— Oiia of the moat fruitfol aoarees for the failure of 
^nks from our observation in the past has been the "uverdraft". 
What we call "overdraft", is for a bank to pay a check drawn on 
it by a person who has not money in the bank to meet it. For in- 
staaeaXr. &fown haa no money in the bonk, ha givea diecks on 
the bank, and the bank pays these checks. There is no money in 
any4Nmk and no fund in any . bank «witb which to pay an. "over, 
draft" When a bank pays an overdraft it must pay it out of the 
aHMT <Upaa ll ot * a noaay. Aayona eaa aaa that la aet fair. If Mr. 
Brown has no money in the bank in the first place he should not 
give checks on the bank, and if he does give checks 
and if he does give checks it is not fair to Mr. Jones and other per- 
sons who do have money in the bank, for the bank to pay Mr. 
Brown's checks out of Mr. Jones, and other depositcNr's money. If 
you have ten thousand doBars in the bahk, it is your money, and 
the bank should be managed so that you can get your money at any 
tinMb and so that no other person can get any part of your money. 
Yoa eaa readily see how a bank can tiAV laqring out money to 
peqille when they do not have money In the bank. The overdraft 
haa caused so many banks to fail that the largest as well as icic 
smallest well maaagad banks of the United States have entirely 
eliminated the overdraft, and the United States Government which 
has supervision of all National Banks, recognize the great danger 
in the "overdraft" and about two years ago the Treasury Depart- 
ment oidered all National Banks of the United Statae to cut out 
the "overdraft", and any Nalioaal Bfeak titat now pays an over- 
draft does 30 in direct violation of the orders of the Treasury de- 
partment and the law^ of the United States. The United Sutes 
Coarta havahald that the payment of an ofwrdi a i l by a bank is a 
misapplication of the funds of a bank. 

You can readily see this, You know that the fellow who iias; 
no money in the bank has no right to have his checks paid out oi' j 
money which you have deposited in the bank. The First National '

Any careful banker will ad- 1 
vise you that the overdraft is as element of danger in the bank, and i 
that for a bank to eliminate the overdraft argues strongly for ita 
safety, and it is one of the strongest points by which you can 
determine thgt a bank ia safe. We have not eliminated the over- i 
draft baiaiiaa we daaira tobe hanh to any of our austoraers or 
frisnds. Oftsa good men o ve reh a ch by mistake. By the new { 
posting machine installed by this bank, any person can ut any time 
leam the amount of the balance that he has ii^ the bank. Many

best interest of the commanity and the bank to pay overdrafts, wo 
wo()ld do so, but we know that it is a violation of law. and not to 
the best intoiest of the aaaHnuntty, or the bank to do this.

iktal Shooting 
Ib Clay Comrty. 



News reached this city yester- 
day of the })ossible fatal shoot- 
ing of Deputy Siieriff Geo. Hall, 
of Clay Co., by bushwhackers 
down on Laurel Creek, some five 
miles bek>w Manchester. 

It is thought the victim will die 
as a result of his wounds, two of 
whieh were inflletod by a Win- 
chester rifle it is behevcd, one 
bullet lodging in the groin and 
one passing through one arm. 

No definite evidence of the 
bushwhackers, for it is believed 
there were more than one, has 
reached us as we go to press but 
Sheriff Roach, we learn, had 
found the position in the woods 
overlooking the highway from 
whieh his Deputy was shot as 
indicated by broken brush and 
footprints, and had hastened to 
Middlesboi'o for the blood hounds 
to try and pick up the trail. A 
rumor was afloat to-day that later 
Sheriff Roach had also been ahot, 
but it lacked omfirmatioB. 

We had hoped that with the 
puffing of the "iron horse" 
through the productive hills and 
valleys of eornei g hbe ri ngeeanty 
its citizens, influenced by the 
peaceful examples of Knox and 
other flourishing mountain count- 
ies, might have turned their at- 
tention to the building of schools, 
churches, factories and good 
roads and letting bygones be by- 
gones with their horrible saerifl- 
ces of humanlife and distressing 
cost to tiie law abiding members 
of the Commonwealth.
